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Selectmen's Report 


In March of 1985 the Board of Selectmen expanded from three to five 
members. During these past two years this expanded board has concentrated on 
planning and policy issues, leaving administrative matters in the very capable 
hands of town manager Bill Cox. 


These past two years have seen a number of significant changes in the 
structure of government in Mount Desert. The facility with which these changes 
were accomplished during this period of transition is due, in large measure, to 
the exemplary cooperation among members of this board and Town Manager Cox. 


Some of the changes during the past two years include: 


1. The hiring of William Cox as town manager. Mr. Cox has brought a vast 
amount of experience and creativity to the manager's position. His 
energy and enthusiasm have resulted in the undertaking of a number of 
worthwhile projects including the reorganization of the municipal 
office staff, the addition of computers to enhance the reporting and 
record keeping activities, the development and updating of personnel 
policies and procedures, the strengthening of the relationship between 
the manager and department heads, and the instituting of processes to 
increase the involvement of the selectmen in the budget and investment 
process. Treasurer Jean Bonville has also been very helpful in these 
processes, and deserves our thanks as well. 


2. The hiring of Dennis Gardner as tax assessor. Mr. Gardner's efforts 
have resulted in a lowering of Mount Desert's state valuation, (thus 
proportional reducing in the amount of school and county tax 
assessed). Mount Desert is also now in compliance with state require- 
ments concerning minimum assessed valuation. 


During the coming months this board will be faced with other problems 
including a repair and maintenance program for aging sewers and treatment 
plants, the deterioration of the Seal Harbor fire station, and the numerous 
problems associated with the growth of the year-round and summer communities, 
This represents only a partial listing, and the solution to these and other 
problems depends upon the continued cooperation and civility between the 
municipal officers and the citizens who generously contribute their time 
serving on various town boards and committees. We may not always agree with or 
implement their recommendations, but we always appreciate their public spirit. 


We wish to thank the people of Mount Desert for the privilege of serving 
them for the last two years.

Town Manager's Report 
As we put the finishing touches on 1986, it seems to be an appropriate time to 
look back at the major issues and activities of the Town. 


In 1986, the major issues were the disposal of refuse, the Federal Park bound- 
ary bill and the renovation of the wastewater system. The refuse disposal problem 
was resolved by signing long term agreements with Worcester Associates of South- 
west Harbor for the use of their transfer station and transportation of the refuse 
to Hampden, and with Tom Sawyer, Inc. of Hampden for final disposal. In the long 
run, this contract should prove to be the best possible solution to this complex 
problem. The Acadia National Park boundary legislation, which was on management 
and development of the Park. All four of tke Jsland towns are to have a represen-— 
tative on this Commission and this vehicle should provide such Towns with another 
means to initiate and develope with the Park, if possible, better goals and objec- 
tives on a regional planning basis. We have during the past two years developed, 
through the League of Towns, a strong positive sense for such planning, which 
should bear fruit in the ensuing year. Finally, the resolution of the need to reno- 
vate and improve two of the largest wastewater systems has not been successful. 
Although the bond issue was defeated by only four (4) votes, the problem has reap- 
peared with an added gentle push from the State Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion. In their letter, they state "the Town must display a sincere commitment to 
resolve these problems in order for the Department of Environmental Protection's 
assistance to continue. If adequate progress is not made, the Operation Maintenance 
Evaluation will be terminated and the matter will be referred for enforcement." 

One of the "recommendations that merits the Town's immediate attention" is the elim- 
ination of the collection system's excessive infiltration/inflow." I am hopeful 


that the voters of the Town will allow us to assist them in correcting these defi- 
elencies. 


In 1986, the major activities were the introduction of the gross accounting 
system and the installation of a new three-station computer system. The Contel Cado 
Computers were installed by the Northern Data Systems of Falmouth, Maine. The 
installation includes municipal payroll, appropriation accounting, revenue account- 
ing, general ledger fund accounting, assessing and tax billing, purchase order sys- 
tem, voter registration, word processing and electronic spread sheets. A special 
word of praise is due for the outstanding contributions to the successful instal- 
lation and operation of the system in less than three months by Kimberly Parady, 
Phyllis Rosay and Carol Thomas under the leadership of Jean Bonville. Starting at 
the end of March 1987, all reports produced by the computer will be available to 
all citizens for study or reading in the Town Office during regular office hours. 
Examples of some of the reports are contained in this annual Report. 


In 1986, Congress has made a major impact on local government. It has stopped 
the Revenue Sharing Program, introduced a new budget cutting program and a tax re- 
form program while continuing to impose expensive regulations and compliance require- 
‘ments. These losses of revenues and financial help will be significant in 1987. 
These actions will require that local public officials face up to the hard realities 
of live and to review their needs and priorities, necessary services and repairs. 

. The solutions are more local initiative, hard work and innovative compromises. We 
need to rekindle the total Town spirit of team work and problem solving with special 
emphasis on extending our dedication to the needs of others, which is such a tra- 
dition and vital part of this community. Volunteerism is’ what makes this Town a 
special place to live, work and enjoy good friends. 


It has been my personal privilege and the staff's privilege to work with such’ 
a large majority of positive thinking people who are willing to donate their time, 
energies and funds for worthwhile causes. My sircere thanks to the members of all 
boards and committees for their very special work and sacrifices, but most of all 
to the Board of Selectmen for their special support, aggressive spirit and forward 
looking actions. I also wish to thank each of the department heads and employees 
who have done such a magnificent job for the inhabitants of the Town.

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TREASURER'S REPORT 


This is our first year of operating under a gross budget system. This type 
of budget lapses all unspent appropriations into the surplus account to reduce 
the following years appropriations. This method of bookkeeping allows the public 
to see at a glance the total appropriations necessary to operate any individual 
department. 


We realize that this years report may prove to be challenging. Anything new 
usually is for a time. You may find referral to last years State Audit Report 
beneficial. 


Our computer arrived in September, and we are proud that all expenditures 
and receipts for the year are on line. Presently, we are maintaining hand 
records along with the computer. As soon as we are confident that all input is 
completely accurate, we Will dispense with the manual records. 


Starting this year we are able to issue boat re-registrations and temporary 
new boat registrations for the State. Pre-prints for re-registrations are now 
sent directly to us, the same as automobiles. Boat registrations are issued on a 
staggered basis effective this year. They will expire one year from the month 
that they are registered, the same as automobiles. 


We will be issuing the new lobster plates to those that have not requested 
special numbers or vanity plates. Starting in July, new plates will be issued as 
your old ones expire. A word of caution to those that have requested special 
plates. You will have to pay your excise tax here, and then send the new 
registration forms to the State with the paper work that they have supplied to 
you. The State will then forward your new plates to you. We recommend that you 
initiate the process early in the month that your registration expires. 


A hearty welcome and sincere thanks to our two new office employees: Phyllis 
Rosay and Kimberly Parady. It was a tough year, but it would have been 
disastrous without your help.

From the above summary of assessed values you can see the results to date 
of our REVALUATION PROGRAM started in 1985 with land value increases and 
continued in 1986 with building value increases. We have effectively increased 
our assessed values by some 39% over the past two years. Qur ASSESSMENT RATIO, 
(as determined by the STATE) using actual real estate sales, increased by only

On the good side of the ledger our ASSESSMENT EQUALITY RATING has improved 
substantially. This is a real positive indication that we are headed in the 
right direction. It is important and in the TOWN'S (you the taxpayer) best 
interest that we continue our program as outlined last year (chapter 1). To 
that end we will again be increasing essentially just building values in 1987. 
These increases will be modest but in line with our goal of not only keeping 
our values in line with state law (70%) but more importantly better 
equalization of all assessments. : 


Qur new computer is on line and all our assessment data has been entered. 
This will help our office to operate much more efficiently as well as enable us 
to reproduce data, reports, ratio studies, etc., easily and with more 
accuracy. We are now able to generate our tax bills directly from this office. 


I have enjoyed working with and for the citizens and taxpayers of Mount 
Desert this past year and look forward to the challenges of 1987.

The annual Town Meeting was held March 3, 1986 with the highlight being a 
tie for the office of School Committee. The Town Clerk, after consulting with 
Maine Municipal, declared the office vacant and the School Board elected 
Richard Davis for one year (or until next Town Meeting). A special Town 
Meeting was held October 27, 1986. The June Primary election was June 10, 1986 
and a General Election on November 4, 1986 with a total vote count of 962 for 
Governor.

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Planning Board 


The Planning Board gave primary attention through 1986 to development 
guidelines and related problems, in half of its 36 meetings and hearings. The 
Town's Land Use Zoning Ordinance, LUZO, which has been in effect for 8 years 
was closely reviewed and changes proposed to update and clarify definitions of 
zoning districts, regulation of land uses, dimensional requirements and other 
features. These changes will be recommended amendments for town meeting vote 
March 1987. 


While approved building permits in the town substantially increased to 
approximately 150 in 1986, only 19 conditional use permits were approved during 
the year, down from 29 last year. Half the permits granted were for new 
construction in the Village Commercial district in Northeast Harbor. 


The Planning Board approved 4 new subdivisions in 1986: 2 in Seal Harbor 
each with 4 lots over 2 acres, 1 smal] subdivision in Northeast Harbor and 1 
near Somesville. Two earlier subdivisions were revised to make lot sizes 
conform to LUZ0 requirements. 


4 16 month study of the town-owned Ripples Pond Tract, 189 acres, was 
begun in November 1986. This will first focus on fact finding analysis of the 
tract to estimate development potentials and limits, then asess town needs for 
affordable year-round housing, and finally present alternatives for development 
of this tract for decision by town vote. Expert and technical assistance wil] 
be provided through the Hancock County Planning Commission. This project is 
supported by a State grant of $11,100 and $3,205 from town planning funds. 


As reported by the press a study of water quality and flushing rates of 
Somes Sound by scientists at the College of the Atlantic was completed in 
October 1986 with findings that springtime conditions are good. More specific 
studies are needed to cetermine summer conditions of Somes Sound. This study 
was funded in part by the town and mostly by the Somes Sound Association. 


Reginald L. Flanders and Robert E. Garrity ended many years of service on 
this board early in 1986. Reg Flanders provided invaluable leadership for more 
than 20 years, most of them as chairman. Richard Fuerst and James M. Willis 
have been appointed as their successors.

Zoning Board of Appeals Report 


The Zoning Board of Appeals was established for the purpose of hearing the 
appeals of aggrieved parties in zoning cases. The Board also acts as a Board 
of Assessment Review to adjudicate tax issues on real and personal property 
within the limits of the Town. The primary responsibility of the Board is to 
hear requests for variances where strict application of the Land Use Zoning 
Ordinance would cause undue hardship. 


The fundamental, guiding rational for a zoning board is to allow a citizen 
of the town, or a property owner within the town, to bring an appeal before 
other citizens of the town for a formal but non-judicial hearing. Aggrieved 
parties are not required by the LUZ0 to use the services of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, as they may present their cases directly to the Superior Court of 
Waine. 


During 1986 the Board heard three (3) requests for variances or appeals of 
an action taken by the Planning Board or the Code Enforcement Officer. 


The Board consists of five regular members and a maximum of two associate 
members, all of whom are appointed by the Board of Selectmen.

The Northeast Harbor Fire Company responded to ten calls during the year

Thank you to all the members for responding to the calls and attending the 
monthly meetings. Training sessions were also held during the year. The 
firemen added to the town’s Christmas decorations and once again held their 
arinual Christmas party for all ages. 


The Fire Company ambulance answered 180 calls during the year traveling 
10,123 miles. This is an increase of 28% from last year. To W.D.I. Hospital, 
114 trips; to EMC Bangor, 36 trips; 4 trips to St. Joseph; 11 trips to Maine 
Coast Memorial: 1 to Portland; 2 trips to Marblehead, MA: 1 standby for Winter 
Carnival; 1 standyby for Otter Creek Road Races; 1 standby for Island disaster 
drill; 8 calls no transport. The ambulance made 15 trips for Cramberry Island 
residents and 6 trips for Southwest Harbor. 


The Northeast Harbor Fire Company ambulance service saw one major change 
in 1986. In 1938 the Fire Comoany formed a free ambulance service for all the 
residents of Mount Desert with the firemen donating all their time. Due to the 
state's requlations and training requirements to become an Emergency Medical 
Technician and licensed attendant, many of our older attendants decided not to 
relicense causing a severe shortage of attendants. After meeting and 
discussing this problem with the Selectmen the Fire Company voted to charge a 
fee for ambulance service and to pay the attendants for their time. We regret 
this decision but feel this might draw new attendants so that we can continue 
providing the same exce!lent service that we are all used to having. 


The Protection Committee held many meetings during the past year.

Public Health Nurse's Report 


The Mount Desert Public Health Nursing Association is a community home 
health care service which is available to all residents of the Town of Mount 
Desert. Its governing body is made up of a 22-member Board of Directors. The 
Directors are interested summer and winter citizens who work hard to guide the 
functions of the agency. 


The services which our agency provides to our residents are: 


A. Home Health Care: This involves professional nursing care in the home 
on a part-time basis (under orders from the client's physician) for the purpose 
of following up on persons discharged from hospitals, nursing homes, and 
extended care facilities; and assisting with the care of any person who js 
elderly, acutely or chronically i11, or someone who has had an injury not 
requiring hospitalization. Included in this service is support and guidance 
given to the families who are caring for the il] in their homes. During 1986 a 
total of 1347 home visits and 60 office visits were provided by the full-time 
nurse, Ruth Westphal, RN; and the part-time nurses Katherine Olson, RNs Ellen 
Sproat, RN; and Deidre Wilson, RN. 


B. Assessing health care needs, health teaching, coordinating other social 
and health services available to our residents, and making referrals to 
physicians when necessary. 


C. Loan of hospital and health care equipment to any resident of the 
Town. These items are available at no cost to the client and are made possible 
through gifts and of patients, family and friends. 


D. Prenatal and post-partum home visits. 


E. Coordinating the school health programs for the Mount Desert 
Elementary School. This includes daily visits to care for emergencies or 
illness occurring during school hours; conducting vision, hearing, and spinal 
screening clinics, immunizations clinics, tuberculosis testing on faculty and 
staff, kindergarten and seventh grade students; and working with the school 
physician, Dr. Barry W. Serpell, MD, in performing physical exams on school 
entrants, fourth and eighth grade students and all sport participants. 


The Home Health Care Services are provided on a sliding fee scale to the 
client. However, no one is denied service because of inability to pay. There 
are no charges for the assessment visits or maternal and infant care home 
visits. 


Support for this agency comes from private contributions, allotments from 
the Town (including the school health budget appropriation) and from fees paid 
by clients. The agency appreciates and needs the continued financial support 
and personal interest of the community in order to continue to provide this 
personal and professional care as an independent service and at as low a fee 
(0 - $15) per visit as possible. 


The Public Health Office is open Monday through Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 
12 noon and from 1:00 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. Our secretary is Katherine Bennett. 
Referrals for visits may be made by any Town resident by calling 276-5184.

Highways, Streets & Roads 


Because of extensive float work being completed two years ago 1986 brought 
only general maintenance for the floats at Bartlett Island Landing, Seal Harbor 
and Northeast Harbor. 200 feet of mooring chain was replaced at Bartlett Island 
Landing. 


The Highway Department purchased a hand operated compactor for ditching 
and hot-topping. A one ton 4x4 dump truck was purchased, enabling us to better 
plow the tight areas. 


As always we had our general clean up in the spring, which saw a lot of 
litter being hauled off to the dump. 


The Highway crew rebuilt and paved 400 feet of road on the lower end of 
Hall Quarry. 


80 feet of curbing was laid down on the South Shore Road along with 150 
feet of curbing at the Northeast Harbor Library. 


2348 feet of sidewalk was rebuilt on Manchester Road in Northeast Harbor. 


2.65 miles of sidewalks in Somesville, Seal Harbor, and Northeast Harbor 
were repaved. 


New parking signs were posted in the Sea Street Parking area. All streets 
and sidewalks were measured up for maintaining permanent records. 


2872 tons of hot-top was used in 1986. This covered 5.7 miles of road, 
the upper parking lot in Northeast Harbor, Sand Beach parking lot in Seal 
Harbor, and the town garage yard. 


I would like to thank the other departments for their assistance given to 
the Highway Department during the past year.

1986 Summer Recreation Program 


The 1986 summer recreation program ran for seven weeks and three days, 
commencing on Wednesday, June 25, and ending on Friday, August 15. The first 


two days were cancelled due to asbestos removal at the Wt. Desert Elementary 
School. 


The daily schedule began upon arrival of the children at 9:00 a.m., and 
ended upon the children's departure at 3:00 p.m. The bus schedule was revised 
this summer from a two bus run back to the original one bus run schedule. 
Children ages five through twelve were welcomed to register under the 
stipulation that they at least attended kindergarten the previous school year. 


A weekly schedule of events was sent home with the children each Friday 
detailing activities to be offered the following week. A change in scheduling 
was implemented this summer whereby "Weekly Themes” governed the week's 
activities. For instance, one week was designated to "Larry Bird Week” where 
many basketball activities were offered. Other weeks included "Rembrandt 
Week”, "Olympic Week", "Moby Dick Week", "Robin Hood Week", "Masquerade Week”, 
and "Fantastic Fun Final Week". The children thoroughly enjoyed this idea, 
much more so than the scattered pattern of activities as seen in the past. 
Other traditional activities offered daily included archery, tennis, croquet, 
and many other creative games and contests. 


Our field trip day each week was Wednesday. A change was made regarding 
field trips this summer as well. In the past, these trips were mandatory, 
however, this summer we gave the children the option of attending trips, 
thereby leaving at least one staff member behind at the school to supervise. 

We visited the Waterslide, Acadia Animal Farm, Vokes Mini Strokes, Echo Lake 
Beach, as well as a hike up Bald Peak. Unfortunately, the weather determined 
whether or not we would attend some trips, so we had to cancel twice this 
summer. Qur bus service, provided by Head Bus Driver, Robert MacLeod was truly 
appreciated by the staff, the children, and the parents. 


The daily attendance this summer was, on the average, very high for three 
staff members to supervise all areas sufficiently. Well over one hundred 
children were registered this summer, and our attendance exceeded sixty 
children daily. 


Vandalism seemed to play a role in the effectiveness of our facilities 
this summer. The new indoor-outdoor carpeting, which was laid down at the pool 
was one victim, as was the footbath hose, and the canvas tent. 

All in all, we had a successful summer. We would like to thank the 
parents for their continued support of our program. Without such support, our 
program would surely be lacking

The 1986 yachting season was the busiest on record despite a coo] and 
cloudy summer, with gross income from all activities exceeding $140,000. We 
were visited by the Boston, Corinthian, Eastern, New York and many smaller 
yacht clubs. Besides the New York Yacht Club visit, the most spectacular 
events at the Marina were the continued presence of 100 foot plus motor 
yachts. Starting in late June with the new Broward, Shana Boy (108 feet), 
followed by the Atlantique, Spellbound, Limitless, Sea Gull, Black Knight, 
Cherosa, Gulf Stream II, Sun Stone and spectacularly ended by Mr. Forbes new 
Hylander (151 feet). The increase in the size yachts has changed the 
appearance of the marina. The 30 to 45 foot boats, once common, are rapidly 
being replaced by 50 and 60 foot sail and motor yachts. The 1987 season brings 
promise of continued visits by large yachts, continuing financial success of 
the marina and straining the marina capacity to the limit.

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Asticou Terraces Report for 1986 
Following is my third report as Trustee of Asticou Terraces. 


The Curtis property and its inclusions continue to be a valuable asset to 
the Town of Mount Desert and its residents. 1986 was another banner year as 
6,000 visitors registered at Thuya Lodge. This was encouraging, since the 
Rockefeller Gardens were closed to the general public. From voluntary receipts 
at the garden, it is probable that the number of people who visited the area 
was in excess of 8,000. Many return year after year to appreciate the beauty, 
peacefulness and wonder of the natural surroundings. 


Interest in the future of the park continues to be high. At the annual 
town meeting $6,500 was raised to repair the dock and float. We now have a 
facility with steel girders and much reinforcement. In addition, interested 
summer friends contributed to a fund for capital improvements. Thuya Lodge has 
new carpeting on the stairs, a new furnace, and the exterior covered with a 
preservative--new Wiring is in order soon. Also, we were able to convert the 
power house into a year-round working area. This is away from the general area 
and will eventually allow for rainy-day repair and improvement work. 


General maintenance accomplished in 1986 included extensive pruning along 
the access road, the Savage memorial area and Peabody Drive. Some of this work 
was supported by the Village Improvement Society. All of the shelters were 
given a second coat of redwood stain and the cedar roofs replaced when 
necessary. New flower beds were added, 


Ten weddings were performed in the gardens in 1986. Two local womens' 
groups held meetings in the Thuya Lodge. There were four tour groups during 
the season~-from as far away as Denver, Colorado. 


Superintendent Timothy Taylor and his crew produced a colorful garden. 
Wayne Perchant, Robert McGee and William Gordon are competent and 
knowledgeable. 


The hostesses at Thuya Lodge impress visitors with their friendly way and 
knowledge of the Curtis Trust history. &dith Favour and Helen Townsend are the 
principal hostesses, supported by Mildred Gilley. Louise Libby is helpful in 
the library. 


The Lodge houses a botanical library which is widely recognized for its 
completeness--new contemporary works continue to be added. It is hoped that 
more use will be made of this excellent facility. The Morse prints have been 
framed and displayed. 


A financial statement accompanies this narrative. The Curtis funds have 
improved the last two quarters and this is encouraging. It will allow some 
needed projects not possible in the past. No attempt was made to apply our own 
labor costs to special projects. 

Thanks to the many who have made 1986 a rewarding year.

Northeast Harbor Library 
Report for 1986 


Your library made 31,851 loans to 25,334 patrons in 1986 and has continued 
the growth of facilities and services that have kept it one of the best smal] 
libraries in Maine for many years. 


The Mel lon Room was dedicated in April and is now in full use as a music 
room, shelving area for 8,000 volumes and meeting space that can accomodate 
Bent 100 people. Its basement will be used for storage, maintenance, and 
archives. 


At the Annual Meeting in August, Mrs. Raymond F. Hawtin, who has served as 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees since 1979, announced her intention to retire 
and empowered a search committee to choose her successor. At the same meeting, 
the corporation was enlarged and the governance of the library updated. Mr. 
David Donnan accepted nomination as Chairman of the Board and was elected at a 
special meeting in November. 


Mrs. Hawtin, who continues as Chairman of the library's vital Scholarship 
Committee, has presided over the Board during a time of unprecedented growth in 
facilities and services in which the physical plant has nearly been doubled and 
non-book services developed. The Astor, Patterson and Mellon Room additions 
and their contents demonstrate their donors’ generosity and Mrs. Hawtin's long 
effort to meet the community's library needs. 


New acquisitions include a collection of architectural prints and 
drawings of local properties designed and executed by Fred L. Savage, a 
Northeast Harbor native who strongly influenced the architectural development 
of the community. This extensive collection is presented by Lewis E. Gerrish 
Jr. of Hulls Cove in memory of his mother. 


In other activities: The Scholarship Committee made two awards at 
graduation and 36 other grants to resident graduates during the year. The 
Exhibition Committee produced three commercial exhibits and nine 
educational/cultural shows. The Storytelling Program presented several major 
performances at the elementary school and in the Mellon Room, as well as 
providing traditional storytelling sessions. No summertime storytelling was 
conducted. The Maine Historic Preservation Commission was based here while 
conducting an historical architectural survey of Seal Harbor, and co-produced 
an exhibit in the Patterson Room as well as a slide talk on Fred L. Savage in 
July. The Mellon Room was used for evening meetings of service organizations 
on numerous occasions. Mrs. Rothe left the area in July and was succeeded in 
public services by Mrs. Deborah Brown of Northeast Harbor. An opinion survey 
in early summer shows that opening through the noon hour at least one day each 
week would be appropriate. 


Volunteers, vital to efficient daily operation, donated about 400 hours 
during the year, permitting more effective use of staff time. Most of our 
displays and much of our shelving is now done by volunteers. 


School services were conducted as in the past, with the librarian serving 
as a member of the school staff. Juvenile loans increased despite declining 
school enrollment. 


Collection development continues. 1065 volumes were accessioned and 712 
deleted, leaving a collection of roughly 32,500 books and 2,000 non-book items 
(this does not include maps, charts, architectural drawings and unbound 
periodicals). 
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We particularly appreciate the help and cooperation shown by Mr. Cox and 
the town for laying curbing at the front and Joy Road side of the library and 
designating specific and much needed library parking spaces. We also 
appreciate the confidence shown by the town in designating the library as a 
depository for certain municipal archives and for supporting the establishment 
of their collection.

Elm Tree Program 


The Elm Tree Program in Mount Desert has been supported by the Town since 
1974. The approved level of funding has been $2,500 in recent years. In the 
past year $3,848 was expended (including $1,120 in donations to the VIS). 


The program includes serveillance of trees for Dutch Elm Disease, pruning 
trees and removal of diseased trees. Control of the disease is primarily 
accomplished by removal of diseased trees as these will infect other elm 
trees. Several nearby towns have lost most of their elms because no efforts 
were made to eliminate diseased trees. Last year, several trees were injected 
at owners expense and several were removed. 


The trees in Somesville and Northeast Harbor account for much of their 
delightful ambience, and the continued support of the elm tree program is 
urged. A funding level of $3,000 is recommended for this year. 


We are urging property owners who have lost elm trees to replace them with 
maples,

To the School Committee and Citizens of Mount Desert: 


The 1986/87 school year has been very busy and quite eventful. Jeanne Ott 
(Speech and Language Specialist) has returned from her study leave; Bil] 
Hodgkins is filling a one-year position for Bill Johnston (on study leave in 
Australia); and Marie LaRosse (from four years at Frenchboro) has joined our 
staff as the teacher of Grade 3. 


The staff has been working very diligently on school improvement and 
curriculum update. One area receiving a great deal of attention is in Science, 
not only at Mt. Desert Elementary, but also at the other island schools. 
Committees have met on a regular basis to share programs and ideas, so that the 
island will have a similar and improved science curriculum, 


During the past year the Mount Desert Elementary School staff has 
provided an excellent opportunity for personal enrichment related to 
education. Mrs. Brooke Astor has continued a fund which is available (by 
application to a local committee) for various experiences: pursuit of academic 
degrees, travel, internships, and other possibilities staff may suggest. A 
similar fund has also been continued for children in the school who have 
special interests in music, art, sailing, and more. 


The community continues to take an active role in serving the school by 
volunteering time for individual tutoring, classroom assistance, field trip 
chaperoning, and more. The PTA is presently undergoing some reorganization, and 
from the turnout at the last meeting, it looks like it will again become very 
active in its continued support of the school and its programs. 


The enrollment at the school has fluctuated throughout the fall, and as of 
January 15, 1987, the distribution is as follows:

To: Edward J. Mandell, Jr., a Constable in the Town of Mount Desert. 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to notify and 
warn the inhabitants of the Town of Mount Desert, qualified by law to vote in 
Town affairs, to assemble in the Meeting House, Municipal Building, Sea Street, 
in Northeast Harbor, in said Town, on Monday, the second day of March A.D., 
1987 at one o'clock in the afternoon, then and there to act on Articles 
numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5; and to notify and warn said voters to meet in the 
Auditorium of the Elementary School on Joy Road in Northeast Harbor, in said 
Town, on Monday, the second day of March A.D., 1987 at seven-thirty o'clock in 
the evening, then and there to act on Articles numbered 6 through 27; all of 
said articles being set out below to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To elect two members to the Board of Selectmen for a term of 
three years; a Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes and a Town 
Clerk for terms of one year; one member to the Superintending. 
School Committee for a term of three years; and one member to 
the Superintending Schoo! Committee for a term of two years; 
and a trustee of the Mount Desert Island Regional School 
District for a term of three years. 


Article 3. Referendum question: 


Shall the Municipality approve the Charter Amendment reprinted 
below? 


In accordance with Maine Revised Statutes Annonated, Title 30, 
Section 1914, it is ordered: 

Section 1 of Chapter 97 of the Private and Special Laws of the 
State of Haine, 1929, insofar as it relates to choosing a 
moderator and (town) clerk by ballot, shall be amended as 
follows:

The above figures demonstrate how the tax rate is calculated. As you can see, based 
on the Town Budget, approved at Town Meeting, our minimum tax rate for 1986 was 14.05 
per Phousadd dollar of assessed property value. Maine law allows towns to increase 
up to 54 which is called the overlay. We could have selected any rate between 14.05 
and 14.75 for a tax rate for 1986. We selected a rate of $14.25, which represented 
an overlay of $32,074. 

The selected rate of $14.25 is then applied to all individual values in town to de- 


termine each homeowner/landowner's share of the Town Budget. . 


Example: Assume we have your property assessed at $50,000. 


Your tax would be 50 x 14.25 or $712.50 tax.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of Mt. Desert, Maine, conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governmental | . 
units. The following is a summary of the more significant of such policies: 


A. Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or ac- 
count groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. 
Each fund is operated and accounted for with a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, equipties, 
revenues and expenditures. The various funds are grouped by type in the 
financial statements. The following fund types are used by the Town: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund cf tlie 
Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not allocated 
by law or contractural agreement to another fund are accounted for in this 
fund. From the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the 
fixed charges and the capital improvement costs that are not paid through 
other funds. 


Special Revenue Funds - Special Revenue Funds are used to account for 
the proceeds of specific revenue sources (other than special assessments, 
expendable trust, or major capital projects) requiring separate accounting 
because of legal or regulatory provisions or administrative action. 


Capital Projects Funds - to account for financial resources to be used 
for the acquisition or construction of major capital facilities. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for assets received by 
the Town and held in the capacity of trustee, custodian agent. 


B. Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities 


The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the fixed assets 
and long-term liabilities associated with a fund are determined by its 
measurement focus. All governmental funds and fiduciary funds are ac- 
counted for on a spending or "financial flow" measurement focus. This 
means that only current assets and current liabilities are generally in- 
cluded on their balance sheets. Their reported fund bajance (net current 
assets) is considered a measure of "available spendable resources". 
Governmental fund operating statements present increases (revenues and 
other financing uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, they are said 


to present a summary of sources and uses of "available spending resources" 
during a period. ; 


Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations have not been 
accounted for by a general fixed asset account group. Expenditures for 
property and equipment are charged against departmental operation whenever 
such items are purchased, 

Long-Term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds 
are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group, not in the 


governmental fund. The account group is not a "fund". It is not involved 
with measurement of results of operations. ;

C. Basis of Accounting 


Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures are 
recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial statements. 

Bases of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements made, re- 
gardless of the measurement focus applied. 

All governme ital funds and fiduciary funds are accounted for using the 
modified accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when 
they become measurable and available as net current assets. As more fully 
described in note 2, property tax revenues are recorded as deferred tax 
revenues unless collectible within 60 days of the end of the fiscal year. 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis 
of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. 


D. Encumbrances 


Encumbrance accounting under which purchase orders, contracts, and con- 


tinuing appropriations are recognized, is employed in the governmental funds. 


encumbrances are not the equivalent of expenditures, and are therefore re- 
ported as part of the fund balance at December 31 and are carried forward 
to supplemental appropriations of the subsequent year. The reserve for en- 
cumbrances at December 31 consists of the following:

E. Vacation/Sick Leave Accruals 


Accrued vacation leave at December 31, 1986, totaled $4,000. Sick 
leave accrual would not be material to the financial statements. 


Revenue Recognition of Property Taxes 


Generally accepted accounting principles require that property taxes 
uncollected at the close of the year be classified as deferred revenue to 
the extent that collection is not expected within sixty days thereafter. 
Accordingly, $25,447 of the taxes receivable has been so classified at 
December 31.
